MINIMUM 
-- WAGES |. 
Ordinance Drafted To 


' Meet Colony’s Needs 


In 1932 the Hongkong Government 
Passed o minimum Wage Ordinance 
fixing. minimum wages in certain 
trodes, This has nevor been Invoked, 
and Trade Boards ore now to ho 
established to ix minimum wages. 

The 1032 Ordinance was short 
nnd simple. It docs not appear 
to. envisage the fixing of any wage 
other than a minimum time rate, and 
it.contains no referenco to plece rates 
or hours of employment, Neither is 
any machinery proviied for enforc- 
ing the payment of ony minimum 
wage fixed under the Ordinance. 

A Trade Boards Ordinance has now 
been drafted which follows closely 
certain provisions of the Trade 
Boords Acts of 1909 ond 1016. 
Power to fix minimum wages re- 
mains with the-Governor In Council, 
but a Trade Board on which em- 
ployers and employecs shall be 
equally represented, together with 
members of the public ia substituted 
for a Board of Commissioners as the 
machinery for inquiry and report in 
each case, 


Encouraging Trade Unions 

In pursuance of the pollcy of en~ 
couraging the organisatlon of res~ 
ponsible trade unions it is considered 
desirable and feasible that repre- 
sentatives of workers should function 
as members of these Trade Boards 
and to learn in practice the advan- 
tages of conciliation ond_orbitration.

The draft Ordinance has been pre- 

pared by the Labour OfMicer, Mr, H. 
R, Butters, : . 
. Among other provisions, the dill 
states women shall be eligible to 
serve on Trade Boards as well as 
men, The Chairman of a_ Trade 
Bonrd: shall be the Labour Officer or 
such public oMcer os the Governor 
may appoint, , 

All members shall be appointed by 
the Governor, but the employers and 
workers may nominate representatives 
for appolntment, subject to the Gover- 
nor’s) approval, as representative 
members. 

Recommendations 

Every Trade Board shall ,recom- 
mend a minimum rate of wages for 
time-work in their trdde, and may 
ulso recommend for their trade: 

A minimum rate of wnges fomplece 
work; a. minimum time rate, which 
shall not be .higher than the general 
minimum time-rate, to apply to work- 
ers employed on piece work for the 


purpose of securing to such workers |- 


a-minimum -rate..of .remuncration_on. 
n time work basis; a minimum rate, 
whether time-rate or picce-rate, to 
apply, in substitution for the minimum 
rate which would otherwise be ap- 
plicable, in respect of Hours Worked ir 
any. week or on any day in excess 
of the number of hours considered by 
the Trade Board to be the normal 
number of hours per week or for that 
day. This jis referred to as an 
“overtime rate.” . 

Penalties are fixed for not paying 
“wages in’ accordance” with” the’ 
minimum rate which has been made 
obligatory. The offender Is linble to 
summury conviction onda fine in 
each conse not exceeding $250, and to 
n fine not exceeding $50 for cach day 
on which the offence is continued after 
conviction. ,. 

Another clause provides that where 
a worker in any trade, being a person 
to whom a minimum rate of wages 
applics, is an apprentice or Jearner, it 
shall not ,be lawful for his employer 
4o recelve directly, or Indlrectly from 
him, or on his behalf, any payment 
by way of premium,

The Bishop said, in part: We oro 
met ot the request of H.M. the King 
to pray to Almighty God for his help 
in this time of great danger. 

“Seck ye first the Kingdom of God 
and his righteousness and all’ theso 
things -shall be added unto you.” 
That js our faith, thot our frst action 
is to seek the righteousness of God, 
Icnowing then that all these things 
which we have need of, and pray for, 
God will grant to us, : 

In strong contrast this Gospel of 
Jesus in which we trust, is the 
gospel of the leader of our enemics, 
“State frontiers are made by men and 
changed by men, The mere fact that 
the excessive acquisition of territory 
by a nation {s successful creates no 
particular duty of permanent re- 
cognition of the fact. It demon- 
strates at most the strength of the 
conquerors and the weakness of the 
= 7 — and tain thts strenger 
alone that right resides’? (Hitler, 
Meln Kampf). We can at lenst be 
glad that the creed of our enemy, 
that “might {fs right’ is so clearly 
stated, . 

But at this time we are not simply 
to comfort ourselves because we are 
on God's side but to make sure that 
we are going to count on God's alde. 
Two friends ‘spoke to me about the 
war: one said: “Britain cannot lose, 
that Js {mpossible,” the other sald: 
“We are in the hands of God." And 
so Is our enemy. We may have a 
around of confidence that they have 
not got In that we ore secking God's 
reign and God's righteousness and 
they are not. But Iet us beware of 
making too many assertions, and cen- 
centrate our efforts on throwing all 
our cnergies and ourselves on God's 
side, 

We have three times traced the 
sign of the Cross on our national 
flag, and in that we were in the past 
not content’ to live polsed for war, 
with everything else sacrificed for 
merely national Interest, the suffer- 
ings which our soldfers and the 
French ‘have: recently endured, are 
part of the Cross of Christ. But we 
are for from the immediate struggle 
into which we should like to throw 
our weight. What can we do to 
share this cross? ° _ 

Ways Of Helping 

“We can help in three ways: by our 
sprayer, by Hving a normal life, and 
by controlling our Jmaginations, 

In some way God is able to use 
-our—prayers-—An tse — Jesus 
sought God in prayer we do the 
same, In what way God's rightcous- 
ness necds our prayers we do not 
understand, but we think that they 
are as necessary to this as the boy's 
loaves ‘and. fishes were to Jesus 
when he fed the multitude, Let us 
not~be~ashamed~ of" turning” to” God 
only in time of trouble. The pro- 
digal did not tum to his father until 
all was spent. The ing to be 
ashamed of is to forget God when 
our prayers are answered and our 
troubles over. 

Secondly, we can live a normal 
life. Not an extravagant, thought- 
less ond uneasy life, but one which 
fs normal, full of quict confidence, 
controlled ond considerate of the 
needs of others, . 

Thirdly, we can 
imagination. Jesug said: “Sufficient 
unto the day Is the evil thereof.” 
We must determine to control anxl- 
ous thoughts and nervous imagine 
ings, which by dwelling on the evils 
that the morrow may bring under- 
mine the strength with which we 


control our 


]can face the evil that {s upon us to- 


day. “Then take no anxious, thought 
for the morrow," for we have placed 
our first trust {1 God.
